Canada’s Great Growth 
and Achievement 


The trade and commerce 
partment has issued a_ state 
showing that the 
(domestic and fore 
the twelve months « 
3Ist. last, $272,206,606 The 
tal imports were $3 374,745, 
making together a total aggre 
gate trade forthe year endin; 


March 31st last, $612,581,351, as 
against $520,452, 356, for tbe cor- 
responding period of 1905-6 an 
increase of $92,128,995. 

The imports consisted of duti- 
able goods, $200,901,500; free 
goods, $129,898,781; coinand bul- 
lion $9,604,464, making a total of 
$340,374.745. The duty collect- 
ed during the year amounted to 
$53,006,546, as against $45,129,009 
an increase of $7,877,587. 

In one year the trade of the 
country has increased by $92,128,- 
995. In other words it means 
that the total trade of Canada 
has nearly doubled in five years. 
When the Liberal party pledged 
itself to promote the interests of 
the people at the last general 
election it would have been al- 
most too much to promise that 
the trade of the country would 
increase nearly $200,000,000 in 
two years, yet such has been the 
case. 

It may be asked, what is the 
proposed fast mail service, and 
how will it benefit Canada? 

The proposal is divided into 
two parts, one affecting the At- 
lantic ocean and the other the 
Pacific ocean. It is contemplat- 

| ed to inaugurate a fast mail and 
freight service between England 
Australia and New Zealand via 
of hy anada. On the Atlantic side 
| the service will equal the existing 
| service to New York. This would 
| save two days between England 
and Canada. Four days at sea, 
| four days across Canada. Eight 
| days to the Pacific coast from

Ihe promoters of this proposed 
iew line,in which Lord Strath- 
cono has promised to take a

annum for ten years. 

Immigration has increased to a

The Gopher Menace. 


The gopher menace should be 
given. serious consideration but 
some other means than poisoning 
with wheat should be used as it 
sacrifices too many birds and 
even extends to the loss of domes- 
tic animals. There are instances 
where valuable horses have been 
poisoned by getting what was 
put out for gophers some time ago 
the Scientific American publish- 
ed a formula which used to sat- 
urate arag, putin the burrow 
and the burrow closed gave off a 
gas which smothered everything 
inthe burrow, The Farmer's 
Assn. would do well to investi- 
gate this new effective and safe 
method of dealing with a rapidly 
increasing menace the gophers. 


There is a new seedless apple 
which has been developed by a 
Mr. Spencer of Grand Junction 
Colorado, which should be the 
very thing for us here as it will 
resist the attacks of frost. 

It has no bloom the seed germ 
being protected by tightly clus- 
tered leaves, and being seedless 
is meat all through. It is said to 
be equalin flavor and keeping 
quality tothe Wine Sap, Jona- 
than and Ben Davis. 

Horticulturists would do well to 
investigate this new proposition 
and give it a trial. 

Mr. A. H. Fraser a recent ar- 
rival had some with him but ow- 
ing to the rigorous regulations 
respecting the importation of 
fruit trees was forced to leave 
them at the line.
